The town’s 14,000 
inhabitants enjoy all the advantages and disadvantages of benevolent corporate paternalism. The town 
government is the Steel Company and the Steel Company is the Pennsylvania Railroad: so here we 
should find the best that corporate brain power and ee money power have been able to create in an 
American industrial community. 

Another consideration makes Steelton ecpesiatiy worth investigation—it is quite a community of 
American working men. The Pennsylvania Steel Co. employs an ‘unusually large proportion of skilled 
labor—and skilled labor still means, generally in the steel industry, American-born labor. 

When running at full capacity the company employs here, in round numbers, 8000 men, of whom 
approximately 5000 are American-born and 3000 foreigners. This is just the reverse of the proportion in 
the American iron and steel industry as a whole. Here we have 62.5 per cent of American labor, while 
the whole industry will show close to 62.5 per cent of foreign-born labor.

Des Moines Councilman Springs 
a New lowa Idea With 
Great Success. 





FILMS OF CITY’S GROWTH 





Upbuilding of Municipality Un- 
der His Administration Re- 
corded So All Can See. 





DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 17.—For the 


first time in an American municipality, | 


moving pictures are being used in Des 
Moines as the chief argument in a po- 
iitical The innovation is 


the idea of John H. MacVicker, 
popes to succeed himself under the com- 
mission form of government which this 
city enjoys. 

Moving pictures of miscellaneous 
scenes and events have been used fre- 
quently in various cities to draw 
crowds to political meetings, but this fs 
the first attempt to present to the vot- 
ers on a film—to visualize, so to speak 
~—the reasons Why their ballots should 
be cast for a particular candidate. 

The idea has scored a tremendous hit, 
and there is no longer a doubt that 
moving pictures will become a perma- 
nent feature of political campaigns, 
for they afford the best and most con- 
crete expression of a record of achieve- 
ment. Great crowds attend MacVick- 
er’s “‘shows.”’ 

Des Moines right now has a number 
of lively campaign ideas the country at 
large may study with interest. Not all 
are original, but their operation has 
been so conspicuously successful here 
that they, too, may be termed “Iowa 
ideas.”’ 

Lafe Young Sr., who was United States 
Senator long enough a few years ago to 
learn to like the job and wants another 
trv at it, has hired a chorus for his cam- 
paign, with a high-class soloist to help 
things along. 

Charles Schramm, who, like Mr. Mac- 
Vieker, wishes to succeed himself as 
Councilman, has hit upon a novel plan 
‘to make,himself heard at every meeting 
that will be held during the campaign, 
whether he can be there or not. He has 
spoken into a phonograph and had 
numerous records made from it. When- 
ever there is a meeting that he can’t 
attend—and there are usualiy two or 
three a night—he sends a record for re- 
production. 

But both Young and Schramm admit 
that MacVicker’s idea is even more im- 
pressive than theirs. 

Kept Records of City Work. 

MacVicker, during the greater part of 
his services as Councilman under the 
present commission form of government, 
has had charge of the Department of 
Streets and Public Improvements, and 
his pictures show dull and indifferent 
conditions prior to his administration, 
contrasted with the activity after he 
took charge—clogged alleys and bad 
streets before and ideal conditions after. 

Thousands of men are shown at work 
on city improvements, and this carries 
a vigorous appeal to the working class, 
who feel grateful for the opportunity to 
Jabor on public improvements that has 
been affgrded under the MacVicker ad- 
ministration. 

One of the most striking pictures 
shown is that depicting the West Ninth 
Street grade. This project has aroused 
divided sentiment as to its value. It 
meant the cutting down of a hill some 
ca Spo leaving churches and dwell- 
ings in the heart of the city standing 
ou the verge of high cliffs. It reduced 
& 10 per cent grade to a 2 per cent. 

MacVicker, in showing these pictures, 
maintains it is one of the greatest im- 
provements made in recent years. He 
points out that adjoining property own- 
ers, one church excepted, waived dam- 
ages, and that the reduction of grade 
bas made possible a much better street 
car service into Northwest Des Moines. 
His critics have referred to the reduc- 
tion of the grade as the “Culebra Cut,” 
because of its unusual depth. 

As the pictures are thrown upon the 
sereen MacVicker explains them and 
points out the effects, the amount of 
work that has been furnished and’the 
future benefits. One picture that 
Grouses special commendation is that 
showing the Des Moines River front as 
it existed before his administration, with 
old frame bridges, and as his ultimate 
plans contemplate it, wits» concrete, 
Milan arch bridges over the stream, and 
public buildings on both sides. Seventy- 
five per cent of this plan has been com- 
pleted, the new city hall, coliseum, post- 
office and public Hbrary having been 
erected and two of the four proposed 
Milan arch bridges being in place. 

Then he turns to the site of the city 
hall as he found it, covered ,with rub- 
bish and crushed stone, with two men 
disconsolately sitting at the side look- 
ing longingly for the time when there 
would be work. Then he shows the 
men working on the building and final-

ty a picture of the complete new build- 


ing that cost half a million dollars, 
and views of its interior, elaborate in 
marble finishing and decoration. 

Another great. change of grade he 
pictures is the raising of East Locust 
street to make a level traffic from 
West Des Moines over the new Milan 
arch bridge, past the new city hall and 
direct to the State capitol. 

The campaign is educating the people 
of Des Moines about their own city and 
bringing to the attention of those who 
have not had time and money to make 
en inspection of the-city at large, the 
recent improvements. 


[nim in his many enterprises in the City 
Council. 

“I want them all to be heard,” con- 
tinues MacVicker. “Despite the car- 
toons in the papers, one of which I now 
show you, representing the councilmen 
as having stern faces, raised fists and 
vicious attitudes, there has been a spir- 
it of peace and uniform striving for 
the best interests of Des Moines. I ask 
you, if you doubt this, to look on this 
picture.”’

SAD WHEN QUAINT 
ULD BREWER DIES 


Degen Produced Only Two Bar- 
rels a Day and Sold Entire Out- 
put Over the Bar Himself. 








SYNDICATE SOUGHT RECIPE 





He Refused Enormous Royalties 
for Permitting Its Use on 
Great Commercial Scale. 





SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 17.— 
When Charles Phillip Degen, eccen- 


tric brewer, died a few days ago, San 
Antonio lost a celebrated character, 
who has been a great asset for near- 
ly 35 years in making the hordes of 


tourists who come here yearly enjoy 


themselves. 

It was his poast that he brewed | 
the “purest beer in America.” He 
could do tiis, he said, by brewing 
only two barrels at a time, and he 
thought so much of the reputation 


of his product that he refused enor- 
royalties to increase his out- 


put and distribute it by modern meth- 


mous 


ods. He feared an enlargement of 
the plant would result in deteriora- 
tion of the brew. 

It was a wise policy because it en- 
abled him to amass a fortune without 
any of the worry that follows busi- 
ness plunging. 

“Old Man” Degen, who was 84 years 
old when he died, wag perhaps the 
most widely known citizen of San 
Antonio. His little “one-man” brew- 
ery was the show place of the city. 
Te come to San Antonio and not quaff 
a schooner of black beer in Degen’'s 
place would have been to miss one 
of the most interesting features of 
the city. 


The brewery remained in the same 
little one-story building from _ the 
time of its establishment until the 
death of the pioneer and will be con- 
tinued there. Fach day there was 
brewed a limited amount of beer. It 
was drunk by the patrons at tables 


in a little one-story shack adjoining. 

In the old brewery there was ney- 
er a waiter. A man might sit at a 
table until he grew gray with age 
and no one would inquire as to his 
wants. If he desired beer it was nec- 
essary for him to walk to the coun- 
ter, get his stein filled and then 
carry it back to the tabie himself, 
The beer was paid for as it was 
drawn. There was never a solicita- 
tion to take a second glass. 

Sold Entire Product Himself. 


Degen would not let other liquor 
dealers sell his product under any 
circumstances and the only _ beer 


which went off the place was carried 
away by regular patrons in buckets 
and pitchers. During hot summer aft- 
ernoons there were usually long lines 
of carriages and automobiles whose 
occupants were awaiting their turn 
to have their buckets or their pitch- 
ers filled. A millionaire did not have 
money enough to purchase the beer 
for delivery. If he wanted it, he must 
send or call for it. 

The old brewer hated a drunkara. 
If a person once over-indulged on his 
premises he was never allowed there 
again. Posted conspicuously on the 
walls were signs, “No profane lan- 
guage or loud talking allowed _ in 
here.” The signs meant what they 
said. If a man lost control of himself 
and grew profane or noisy was 
promptly ejected. The old man never 
forgot the faces of these offenders, 
and under no circumstances were 
they ever allowed on his'7 premises 
again. Many who had violated the rule 
in their younger days were never 
forgiven by the old man, and although 
they became men of wealth and prom- 
inence the little shack where the 
beer was served was barred to them 
forever. 

Son to Run the Brewery. 

Louis Degen, the surviving son, is 

going to take the place of his fa- 
ther in the brewery. He will be the 
fourth of the Degen family to brew 
the beer that long since became fa- 
mous over the United States for its 
purity and which was pronounced by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture to be “the purest beer in 
the world.” Back in the old country 
—Germany—his grandfather and his 
great-grandfather were brewers. The 
beer they brewed was precisely like 
that served in San Antonio, The for- 
mula today is the same as it was 
more than 100 years ago. It is, of 
course, a carefully guarded secret, 
handed down from father to son and 
inparted to no other persons, 
“Old Man” Degen was not only a 
brewer of renown but in his old days 
he was ‘an Indian fighter of great 
bravery. Filled with the spirit of 
youth he was one of the men to 
cross the Rocky Mountains to the Cal- 
ifornia gold mines in ‘49 and later 
spent several years in the gold fields 
of South America. Finally returning 
to San Antonio, he took up the occu- 
pation of his forefathers.

cago. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—Sons of “Old 
Eli” raised the yell of Yale in the 
Crystal Banquet Hall of the Black- 
Stone Hotel tonight when the voice 
of President Arthur T. Hadley was 
heard over the long-distance tele- 
phone from his home at New Haven, 
wishing them greetings. The dinner 
was the 46th annual feast of the 
Yale Alumni Association of Chicago.

Attorney McIntosh of the New York 
Life asked Mrs. Estelle Kimmel, in 
eross-examining her Friday, whether 
George A. Kimmel and the young wom- 
an who was then Miss Beason had had 
an “understanding,’’ and the mother re- 
plied that she did not know of ft. The 
claimant declares the understanding 
emounted to an agreement. 

He spoke bitterly of this phase of the 
case in a talk with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the Jefferson last night, in 
which he expressed himself as having 
lately changed his attitude toward Mrs. 
Kimmel and Mrs. Bonslett. 

“Thes® women are no longer my 
mother and. sister,’’ the Kimmel] claim- 
ant remarked bitterly to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “I mean, of course, that 
they are my blood relations, but I feel 
no kinship for them.” | 

The claimant will be a witness for the 
defense, New York Life Insurance Co. 
attorneys said, and will take the stand 
sometime this week. 


“The Relationship Is Dead.” 

“Our relationship is dead, dead as a 
door nail,”’ the claimant continued, re- 
clining on a divan of the Hotel Jeffer- 
son, where he had dined with James H. 
McIntosh, chief counsel for the insur- 
ance company. It was killed by their 
actions toward me in this litigation.” 

Despite this the claimant refcrred to 
them as “‘mother’’ and ‘Edna.’ 

“As I sat in court there and heard 
mother disown and discredit me,”’ he 
said, “something in me seemed to snap, 
and I gave up all hope of ever being 
reconciled with them. Up to that mo- 
ment there had been a lingering hope, 
perhaps, that we might be reunited, but 
I do not feel that way now. 


Has Interest No Longer. 

“T am against them from now on. I 
Will see this thing through. I will fight 
their case in every way I can. I feel 
no filial affection for mother, no broth- 
erly interest in Edna.” 

“Why, I slaved for those women. 
I denied myself necessities of life. 
I cheated myself out of love and do- 
mestic happiness for them. I pinched 
and saved to give mother the old 
family home in Niles, and she knows 
it, but she denied it on the stand. 

“TI was engaged to the loveliest 
girl in Michigan, and would have 
married her but for Edna. When we 
were in Omaha, I was engaged to 
be married to this girl, and had the 
money saved up, but Edna got sick 
and I gave it to her. I gave her my 
wedding money to go to Chicago and 
undergo treatment.

Refers to Kimmel'’s Fiancee. 

The claimant referred to Mrs. Mars- 
ton. 

The claimant broke off his talk 
to rush across the Jefferson lobby to 
where R. M. Snyder Jr., the defense 
witness, who testified yesterday 
morning, was standing. Snyder was 
pointed out to the claimant and he 
at once asked McIntosh’s permission 
to interview the witness.

Sure Claimant Is Kimmel. 
Mrs. Lardner told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that she felt no doubt 
that the claimant was the missing Ar- 
kansas City bank cashier. She had 
1ead the account of Friday’s dramatic 
comparison scene, when Attorney Taylor 
caused Mrs. Estelle Kimmel and the 
claimant to stand side by side and con- 
trasted them, feature by feature. 
She remarked, in commenting on this 
scene, that George A. Kimmel resem- 
bled his uncle, Charles Johnson, and 
other members of the Johnson family, 
much more than he resembled his moth- 
er, and said a like comparison should 
be made with one of the Johnsons, for 
the jury’s benefit. None of the John- 
sons, so far as known, is to be here. 
The claimant greeted the Lardners, 
and when they had gone to their room 
he waited for the former chaplain. Her- 
rick entered while the claimant was 
looking the other way, but the claim- 
ant saw him at the desk, and going up 
to him, put his thumbless left hand at 
the back of the minister’s neck. 

“George Kimmel, I Know You.” 

“George Kimmel, I know you,” said 
Herrick without turning around. When 
he had finished signing his name he 
talked with the claimant for several 
minutes. He refused to make any state- 
ment for publication. 
Chaplain Herrick did not know Kim- 
mel in the days before his disappearance 
in 1898. He became convinced {in 1908 
that the prisoner was Kimmel, and 
sought, Mrs. Kimmel and her daughter 
have testified, to persuade them to rec- 
ognize him as their son and brother.

It was 
the plan at first to introduce all the tes- 
timony obtainable in contradiction of 
John B. Swinney’s story ef the murder 
of Kimmel before calling the claimant 
and witnesses supporting him. 
Acceptance by the jury of Swin- 
ney’s story would end the case, and 
would make collectible the $5000 in- 
surance policy, held by the receiver 
of the Niles (Mich.) bank, which is 
the basis of the present suit, and the 
policies for $20,000 held by Mrs. Edna 
K. Bonslett, Kimmel’s sister. 

Swinney'’s Story Weird. 
Swinney’s story, though of weird 
character, was well told, and he held 
his own in a long cross-examination. 
Therefore, the company’s lawyers 
have shown a determination to break 
it down by circumstantial evidence. 
The first detail of such evidence was 
supplied by R. M. Snyder Jr., who 
was the Initial witness for the de- 
fense yesterday. Snyder's examina- 
tion will be ‘continued tomorrow, 
having been interrupted by adjourn- 
ment at the noon hour.

Swin- 
ney says Johnson murdered Kimmel, 
Aug. 14, and that he (Swinney) killed

Snyder identified the signature of his 
father as photographed from the regis- 
ter of the Waldorf-Astoria FElotel, New 
York, for Dec. 17, 1897... A deposition 
was read showing that the account was 
closed July 29, 1898. A record that the 
elder Synder paid $1 ‘for a carriage 
July 28 was shown, and a letter was

That is the story which the claimant 
told in a deposition, but it is not certain 
that he will tell the same story on the 
stand.

Claimant's Story Revised. 

Another circumstance by which the 
defense intends to combat Swinney’s 
story will be the fact that Kimmel was 
in St. Leuis on a day when, according 
to Swinney’s first statement, he was in 
Arkansas City. Swinney has revised his 
story, but the defense will lay much 
stress on the fact, shown by the South- 
ern Hotel register, that the story which 
the ranchman told in his deposition last 
fall was incorrect in this detail. 

Still another detail in which the de- 
fense will try to break down Swinney’s 
story is connected with the architecture 
of the Midland Hotel, Kansas City. That 
hotel, which was in 1898 the largest in 
Kansas City, has since become an of- 
fice building. Swinney testified that he 
stood on the sidewalk outside the hotel 
and, looking down the corridor, saw 
Kimmel talking with a woman at the 
desk. The defense will probably try 
to show that such a view could not be 
had from the sidewalk. 

The cross-examination of Mrs. Estelle 
Kimmel was completed in 30 minutes at 
vesterday morning's session. It was fol- 
lowed by the reading of the deposition 
of Kimmel’s father, Henry T. Kimmel, 
“aken at Trevor, Wis., last May. 

He denied that he had met the claim- 
ant in Philadelphia and in Camden, N. 
J., after George A. Kimmel’s disap- 
pearance, and, by implication, denied 
that he had died in Philadelphia, as the 
claimant, in his first deposition, said he 
had. The claimant, in that deposition. 
said he attended the funeral. 

Among the court room spectators yes-

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Brooklyn's eccentric characters for a 
quarter of a century, ever siuce the 
tragic death of his wife in the burning 
of his first home. 

His family long had been of the 
wealthiest and socially most hospitable 
and cultured. But his father, who 
lived to a great age, dying 11 years 
ago While seeking health at the baths 
of Lucea, in Tuscany, and Samuel 
Haslett and his brother Audley, and 
his sisters, Mary and _  LEilen, first 
turned away from aociety in the Civil 
War. Their sympathies were entirely 
with the South. They contriouted hea-y- 
ily financially to the cause of the Cun- 
fedcracy ahd were outspoken in its 7o- 
vor to such a degree that they were 
ostracized by the social circles of 
Brooklyn, where they had held a prom- 
inent place. They never sought to re- 
enter, 

His Sister Also Recluse. 

Until a year ago, in a twin ‘“‘mansion 
of mystery’ indeed, the original Has- 
lett residence at 115 Clinton street, only 
a block away from where the old mil- 
lionaire now lives, his aged sistg, El- 
len, resided. Like him, she was a re- 
clusée, living alone in a stained, weather- 
beaten, begrimed old house, in great 
rooms of tarnished splendor. 

Now and then—but this very seldom— 
her aged brother, an old courtliness still 
clinging to him despite his unkempt 
clothes and bent figure, would visit her, 
and sometimes they were seen gathering 
the bunches of lilacs that would blos- 
som on the tottering, old-fashioned brick 
wall. 

His sister, in midsummer, would make 
regularly a pilgrimage to Cornwall-on- 
the-Hudson, a place she had known in 
ler girlhood. There, not many months 
ago, she died. Then her brother, who 
owned the house, sealed its doors fast 
and left its fine furnishings to rot. 

Several times property owners of the 
neighborhood have gone to the old man 
and begged him to sell the old Haslett 
home, which had become an eyesore. But 
he always refused. Once he took a quar- 
ter from his pocket and held it up for 
them to see. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “as long as I 
have so much money as this in my pos- 
session, I will not part with that prop- 
erty. -Please understand that this is 
final.”’ 

But for all that, he was a recluse, and 
never recovered from the shock and grief 
of his wife’s death; he was neither a 
soured old man, nor a miser. An old 
physician friend told a reporter tonight 
that Haslett only a few weeks ago had, 
in his presence, placed three $1000 bills 
in an envelope, and with no name to be- 
tray its sender, forwarded the money ag 
a gift to the Brooklyn Hospital.

POLICEMEN SENT 
OUT TO BE HELD UP 


140 in Disguise Are to Tempt 
Highwaymen Into Making 
. Advance. 


Although Chief of Police Young has de- 
lared crime conditions are normal in St. 
Louis this winter, vigorous measures 
are being adopted and suggested for 
stopping the assaults, robberies and 
thefts that have been reported with 
such frequency since the new year be- 
gan. 

One plan, now being tried, is that of 
“baiting” robhers by assigning 140 plain- 
clothes policemen to loiter in dark corn- 
ers and out-of-the-way places, where 
holdups frequently are committed. It 
is hoped the thugs will walk into the 
disagreeable surprise of trying to hold 
up the policemen and*thus be gathered 
in. These men work under the direc+ 
tion of detective sergeants and are 
scattered throughout the city. 

Another plan, suggested by Chief 
Young and President Woerheide of the 
Police Board, is the creation of a re- 
serve force of 100 to 300 policemen to 
fill the vacancies caused by sickness, 
furloughs and court service. President 
Woerheide and the Chief estimate that 
an average of 100 patrolmen are absent 
from duty every day through these 
three causes. 

For every 10 men enrolled for the re- 
serve force, a Sergeant would have to 
be appointed. This increase, however, 
would not create abnormal conditions, 
the officials say, as the police force has 
been stationary numerically five years, 
while the Fire Department has been en- 
larged constantly to meet the needs of 
an increased population. 

St. Louis, the fourth city in area and 
population, is fifth in number of pa- 
trolmen, has the second largest propor- 
tion of patrolmen to population and has 
the third largest proportion of area to 
each policeman. 

New York, first city In area and 
population, has the largest number 
of; patrolmen and the smallest pro- 
pottion of area to each patrolman, but 
has the smallest proportion of patrol- 


men to population, 
This information is based on esti- 


mates made by Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondents In four other big cities of 
the Uniteq States after Chief Young 
declared a few days ago that the St. 
Louis police force needed strengthen- 
ing numerically. 

Boston is the only one of the five 
biggest cities which has more men 
walking beats than St. Louis, when 
the number of itndividuals to be pro- 
tected is considered. The beat of the 
New York patrolman is 20 acres 
smaller than that of the St. Louis 
patrolman, but he has 65 more per- 
sons to protect. 

Patrolmen in Chicago and Phila- 
delphia have to look after more per- 
sons on their beats than do those of 
St. Louis, yet the beats are very lit- 
tle larger.

The use of the dicto- 
graph was disclosed today when 
the Government decided it was no 
longer of value, because a woman 
clerk in Ryan’s office was heard to 
say, “Well, I suppose they are hear- 
ing now whatever we say.” 

That, with statements by Ryan, 
convinced Assistant District Attorney 
Clarence Nichols that the dictograph 
was no longer useful. 

The dictograph was hidden in the 
desk once used by John J. McNa- 
mara, the dynamiter, and upon which 
he is alleged to have arranged his 
alarm clock scheme for regulating 
the time at which bombs were to be 
set off.

Confessions Intimated. 


The discovery of the  dictograph 
followed soon after the Government 
had received intimations that some 


of the defendants were ready “to 
tell all they know.” 

About District Attorney Charles 
W. Miller’s office it was said: ‘“Some- 


thing had been expected,’ but Miller 
declined to say what it was. 

Miller’ = said the dictograph had 
worked satisfactorily for months and 
many volumes of stenoOgraphic notes 
had been taken and would be used 
at the trials.

MAN, HEAD ON THE 
GROUND, 300 FEET 


Aviator Unable to Raise Machine 
From Which Albert Berry 
Hangs by Knees. 





STOPS... PROPELLORS 


Air Craft Settles on Man Beneath, 
Buries Head in Mud, but He 
Is Not Harmed. 


While hanging by his knees from 
rings suspended beneath an aero- 
plane, Albert Berry was suddenly 
lowered yesterday afternoon, by the 
earthward dipping of the machine, 


until his head grazed the muddy sur- 
face of Kinloch Field. 

As the aeroplane skimmed over the 
surface, young Berry, who was un- 
able to change his position, was 
dragged and bumped over the soft 
ground for a distance of 300 feet. 
Only his heavy corduroy cap saved 
him from being scalped by stones. 
To men and women watching from 
the hangar, a short distance away, 
it seemed that he would certainly 
be killed. 

When Anthony Jannus, who was 
driving. the machine, found that it 
was impossible.to get it higher, he 
brought it to a stop, and as it stop- 
ped, Berry was pressed deep into the 
mud. 

Jannus and some of the alarmed spec- 
tators hurried to release him from his 
position beneath the framework. The 
engine was not touching him. 

Rises, Scrapes Off Mud. 

To the surprise of some of the specta- 
tors, Berry climbed out nimbly and be- 
gan scraping mud from his face and 
head, which was incased as if in a plas- 
ter cast. When he had rubbed off the 
clinging clay, hardly a mark of his thrill- 
ing experience remained save for a red- 
ness about his right cheek bone. 

Berry’s mishap occurred while he was 
practicing for the feat which he plans 
for this afternoon—a parachute leap 
from an aeroplane flying several thou- 
sand feet high. ‘ 

He did not try the parachute leap 
yesterday, but entertained the small 
gathering at the field with his perform- 
ance on the trapeze and rings, while 
Jannus kept the machine circling at a 
moderate height. He skinned the cat, 
turned flip-flaps in the manner of the 
old-time acrobats who used to make 
hot-air balloon ascensions at county 
fairs. 

Air Too Still to Ascend, 

Jannus let the machine get a little too 
low, and, owing to the’still air, was un- 
able to get it higher, and the accident 
was thus caused. 

This afternoon’s performance, it is an- 
nounced, will begin at 3 p. m., with the 
parachute leap at 4 and with flying until 
sundown. Berry is the son of Capt. 
John Berry, a veteran balloon man.

BOYCE'S HATRED 
OF MRS. SNEED {5 
SHOWN IN LETTER 


Communication Read to Jury to 
Prove He Did Not Approve of 
Elopement. 





WIDOW ON STAND MONDAY 





Dead Man Planned Appeal to 
Taft, to Prevent Extradi- 
tion of Son. 





By Associated Press. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., Feb. 17. —Tend- 


ing to contradict the assertion of the 
defense that Capt, A. G. Boyce looked 
with favor on the elopement of his 800, 
A. G. Boyce Jr., and Mra, J. B. Sneed, 
whose husband ts on trial charged with 
having murdered the elder Boyce, the 
prosecution had read into the record to- 
day a letter in which Capt. Boyce de- 
scribed Mrs. Sneed as a woman “sO 
mean as the devil; so smart as & whip.” 

The letter was written to a friend of 
the Boyce family in Chicago, after the 
vounger Boyce and Mrs. Sneed had been 
detained in Winnipeg, Canada, and 
urged that whatever influence the friend 
might have be exerted to prevent the 
extradition of Boyce, as his return to 
Texas “I fear would bring a bad end- 
ing to both parties.” 

The letter told of the distressing con- 


dition of young Boyce’s mother and ap- 
pealed out of sympathy for the aged 
couple that efforts be made to prevent 
his extradition. 

Mutual friends are named as possibly 
having “‘some political pull or some 
wires that they can pull, that you might 
induce Secretary Knox and President 
Taft to use their influence to have him 
liberated.” Charges pending in Fort 
Worth against the younger Boyce were 
declared a ruse to have him returned to 
the United States. 

The letter was introduced just before 
the court adjourned until Monday. 

The greater part of the day’s session 
was taken up with the cross-examination 
of Henry Boyce, brother of A. G. Boyce 
Jr. He told of his brother’s trip from 
Santa Rosa, N. M., to Fort Worth, to 
have Mrs. Sneed released from @ sani- 
tarium, after she had written “For God's 
sake, come and take me away.” 

Miss Mary Hamilton, Boyce’s sister- 
in-law, described conditions in the Boyce 
household before and after the elope- 
ment. The woman, aged and feeble, de- 
nied that, so far as she knew, a conspir- 
acy existed. 

It had been planned that Mrs. A. G. 
Boyce Sr. testify this afternoon, but be- 
cause of illness the result, it is ex- 
plained, of excitement and a nervous 
strain, she could not testify and prob- 
ably will be the first witness called 
Monday. 

The State probably will conclude its 
evidence in rebuttal Monday. A number 
of witnesses are to be called by the de- 
fense in surrebuttal, and it is believed 
the case will not go to the jury before 
the end of next week.

Brenner Acquitted Though Pris- 
oner Testifies He Was Hired 
to Fire Store. 


After a two-day tria! in Judge 

Wurdeman’s court at Clayton, a jury 
yesterday eveni found Henry C. 
Brenner not guilty of a charge of ar- 
son which grew out of the burning 
of his drug store at 6602 Delmar 
boulevard, University City, the night 
of June 1. The jury deliberated two 
and a half hours and returned a ver- 
dict at 6:30 p. m. 
John Henry Heffeman, now a pris- 
oner in St. Louis on a charge of ar- 
son, testified at the trial that he set 
fire to the store at Brenner's request. 
He said Brenner told him the place 
was not making any money and of- 
fered him $100 to set it on fire. 

Heffeman testified he escaped by 
a window after igniting combustible 
materials in the store. He never re- 
ceived the $100, he said. 

Neighbor Also Accuses Him, 

Cc. D. Todd, whose restaurant occu- 
pied half of the frame building in which 
Brenner's drug store was, testified that 
Brenner, two months before the fire, 
nad announced his intention of burning 
the place to get the insurance. Other 
witnesses testified that Brenner’s stock 
had dwindled in eight months from a 
complete line of drugs and sundries to 
a meager supply of drugs and a few 
brands of cigars. 

Brenner, on the stand, flatly denied 
Heffeman’s and Todd's assertions. 
Brenner’s wife and five of their six 
children were in court. The family 
lives at 45556 Natural Bridge road. 

Heffeman also has six children. He 
has been in jail in St. Loulg eight 
months, on the charge of having set 
fire to a grocery store on Lee avenue, 
and went to Clayton in custody to tes- 
tify. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mills said he 
was astonished by the verdict and de- 
clared he would not prosecute Heffe- 
man, notwithstanding his confession, 
since the jury had cleared Brenner. 

Brenner’s two $500 fire insurance poli- 
cles have not been paid. One was writ- 
ten by a New Orleans company and the 
other by a concern at Hartford, Conn.

office. and. of course, in some countries 
the telephone and telegraph services are 
in the hands of the Government; but as 


Government will take any action in this 
direction, for the telegraph and telephone 
companies have pursued a policy en- 
tirely different from that of the express 
companies. They have generally low- 
ered prices and improved the service. 
The case of the railroads is a much more 
complicated and difficult one. I wil 
not go into the question of the extent 
to which monopoly has been fostered 
by railroad rebates, or the question as 
to whether freight charges are general- 
ly reasonable or not, or the question 
of the influence exerted by railroads 
upon legislation; and indeed I may say 
that, after a wide experience of rail- 
roads abroad, I am satisfied that both 
in regard to fares and to the quality 
of service the American railroads are 
far ahead of any of the government- 
owned railroads of Europe. 

“But, when I approach the subject of 
the Government ownership of railroads 
in this country, I am impressed by one 
consideration to the exclusion of all 
others. ; 

‘“‘Here is an industry, employing hun- 
dreds of thousands of men, directed by 
hundreds and perhaps thousands of the 
most powerful and astute minds in our 
country, spreading its roots into almost 
every economic activity in which our 
people are engaged. 

“It is today, even in the face of the 
rivalry and competition within its 
own body, the most formidable power 
in the ranks of organized capital. 
“When I think of this power, with 
its money, its patronage, its influ- 
ences, being concentrated in the 
hands of the Government, and that 
Government served, ag it would be, 
by the very men who make the rail- 


that our main danger today comes 
from too much power in the govern- 
ment, but I simply sit back and gasp 
as I think what it would be with all 
that power concentrated at the capl- 
tal of our Government, under the 
control of the political chieftains. 
Calls Recall Worst of All. 
‘The agitation which is going on in 
regard to passing laws of initiation, 
referendum and recall is, of course, 
socialistic in its character, but I do 
not think these proposals will receive 
any wide support. Hamilton would 
be just as much shocked as Jefferson 
if they were here to witness the ac- 
tion of California in this direction. 
“The initiative and referendum are 
bad enough: but the recall, and es- 
pecially the recall of judges, is ths 
worst of the three, 
“So far as I am aware no modern 
country has adopted the recall of 
judges as part of its administrative 
machinery; and I must confess that 
even to think of it makes me dazed. 
“The idea has its origin, I suppose, 
in the prominence which has been 
given to the record of a few bad 
judges, and doubtless in some in- 
stances the people may think that the 
courts are too much under the Iinflu- 
ence of corporations. But seek a 
remedy for these defects in estab- 
lishing the recall of judges as part of 
our law is to put faith in an expedi- 
ent which, whilst it is by no means 
éertain that it would cure the evils 
complained of, would very surely 
lower the general character of the 
judiciary and lead to gross corrup- 
tion of justice. The remedy would 
be worse than the disease. I firmly 
believe that when California shall 
have adjusted her difficulties with 
the Southern Pacific ,Railroad and 
sundry political managers she will 
abolish this expedient, to which she 
only resorted for this specific pur- 
pose, 

Sees No Prospect of Socialism. 

“TIT do not think that there is any 
likelihood of the people of this country 
adopting Socialism as the basis of their 
political system. There is too much 
common sense abroad in the land, and 
individual liberty forms the atmos- 
phere of all its people. Every property 
owner, every man whose industry has 
raised him above the average level and 
every man who owns a little plece of 
land or a little shop of his own would 
be opposed to such a step. 

“Socialism possesses some attraction 
as a theory, and in times of depression 
it makes some headway amongst those 
who suffer most from hard conditions; 
but the moment Socialism is faced as 
a practical reality it discloses itself as 
neither more nor less than the most ex- 
treme form of despotism. 

“Russia has ft in part already, and 
we see the result. It is absurd to sup- 
pose that Americans will submit to 
that form of control in their business, 
their manufacturing and their trading 
activities. Americans are not built that 
way.

‘There is no doubt that one of the 
great questions to be settled fn the near 
future is the character of the relations 
between capital and labor. Each side 
is perfecting its organization, and many 
people are apprehensive of some grave 
crisis in which a serious conflict may 
occur between these great forces. 

“But I am optimistic on this point. 
Terrible, even criminal mistakes have 
been made in recent years on each side; 
but I believe that a great many sober- 
minded, sensible people amongst the la- 
borers and the employers have been 
forced to realize that the extremists are 
carrying them much farther than they 
Want to go. 

‘Everyone interested in fostering our 
social and industrial development should 
strive to infuse a spirit of common 
sense, compromise and concession into 
the ranks of capital and of labor alike. 
After all, the laborer or the capitalist 
who cannot see that there are many 
things which he could formerly do, but 
which he cannot now do is singularly 
blind to the signs of the times. 

“Labor and capital have got to agree 
upon some practical working basis, for 
it is the public which suffers most when 
they fail to agree; and once the public 
becomes convinced that it is nothing 
more than the plaything of two com- 
pletely selfish interests, it will only be 
a question of time until each side will] 
be stripped of its power to injure and 
annoy the people it is supposed to serve. 

*‘However, I do not foresee any catas- 
trophe in this direction, for I believe 
that conditions are making toward 
greater harmony and a better under- 
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spoken of, namely, 
on the big business of the country

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HARMON REFUSES

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 17.—A Post- 


Dispatch and New York World staff 
correspondent, sent here for the pur- 
pose, asked Gov. Judson Harmon 10 
questions calculated to reveal his 
views on some of the great public 
questions now before the public, Gov.

them, 

The questions solicited his views 
on pending tariff legislation and 
proper procedure for the Democratic 
members of Congress and these ques- 
tions were asked also: 

‘Do you still say ‘Guilt is per- 
sonal?’ 

“Which brand of Democracy—that 
of the radical Bryan or the conserva- 
tive East—most strikingly appeals to 
the voters? 

“Do you believe in the initiative 
and referendum?” 

Gov. Harmon Hstened to the read- 
ing of the questions.and then made 
this statement: 

“T have received more than a hun- 
dred applications from newspapers 
for expressions of opinion of the 
same character as covered by those 
questions. I have made it a rule to 
decline to answer those questions in 
advance of the national convention; 
though I think you will find that I 
have publicly stated my views upon 
most of them in my recent speeches. 
I will give you copies of those 
speeches and you are welcome to take 
from them such extracts as relate to 
the subject matter of your questions.” 

The Governor then sent for copies of 
speeches made by him in the last four 
months. While they were being ob- 
tained the reporter urged him to recon- 
sider his declination to reply directly to 
the Post-Dispatch questions.

Aside from a few small 
contributions the money to conduct the 
campaign has been furnished by Charles 
R. Crane, William Kent, Alfred S. Bak- 
er, Amos Pinchot, Gifford Pinchot and 
William Flinn. 

**‘Medill McCormick did not contribute 
to the campaign fund. Senator Bourne 
did not contribute except in the way 
of furnishing copies of his Senate 
speeches for distribution. He has not 
cfihanged his allegiance.

He 
earned his spurs during seven years 
service in the ‘“‘bush” leagues. Now he 
is regarded as one of the “finds” of the 
decade. 

The question naturally arises: Is Bush 
an umpire? There have been men who 
held the indicator in the big league who 
were undertakers, clerks, blacksmiths, 
ball players and anything but umpires. 
However, Bush is essentially an umpire. 
He has been convicted of being one and 
that’s evidence, beyond doubt. 

Yea, Bush has a “criminal” record, 
which proves conclusively that he is a 
good umpire. Looking back over his 
tempestuous career in the minor league 
one sees that the St. Louis man has 
been “‘jugged’”’ no less than four times 
and in each case he was tried and found 
guilty of being an umpire—a fearless 
umpire.

O enlighten the reader on this sub-

Then he hustled 
the umpire off to jail. 

“When I reached the jail,” says Bush,

them said to me: ‘What they got on 
you, pal?’

és WAS arrested down in Texas an- 
| other time for appearing on the 
street. The previous day I had 
‘chased’ six of the home players for 
some reason or other.

They charged me with being an umpire. 
There was no law on the statutes which 
made such a crime punishable, so they 
turned me loose. That night a white 
man shot down & negro and the police- 
man on the beat bought him a drink.

EFORE accepting this job in the

never donned a fielder’s mitt in his life 
and doesn’t recollect of ever participat- 
ing in even a game of “rounds.” He just 
was born an umpire, 

After one year in the Missouri Valley 
League, he quit the game for two sea- 
sons. He heard the “‘call’” again in 1906 
and reported for duty in the “Kitty” 
League. In 1907 he was with the Iowa 
State, while the next season found him 
in the Wisconsin League. He went to 
the Three-EKye League in 1909 and then 
jumped to the Texas circuit. He was 
graduated to the American Association 
at the windup of 1910, but went back to 
Texas in 1911. 

President Tom Lynch signed him at 
the windup of 1911 and he made good 
from the stare. He made his big league 
bow in Brooklyn and received many lav- 
ish boosts from the experts. 

Bush is said to be one man who never 
calis a play before it happens. Very 
frequently big league umpires decide a 
play as it ‘‘should have happened.” They 
call @ man out before he’s tagged out. 
Bush waits for the play to be made, and 
his “system” has found many admirers. 

“I think the minor league umpire’s 
job is harder than the big leaguer’s,"’ 
declares Bush. “They fight harder in 
the big league but they use a little bet- 
ter Judgment than they do in the minor 
league. Down in the bushes the only 
thing an umpire can do is to banish a 
player who gets gay. If you don't 
they'll run you off the field. 

“In the big ring it’s different. I like 
to see a player fight for his rights. 
And a big league player seldom kicks 
unless he has @ pretty good reason. 1 
had less trouble in the eleven games I 
worked in the big league than I had in 
one in the minors. I like the work and 
I hope to make good. President Lynch 
has given me a chance and I propose 
to take advantage of it~if I can.”

der 1911 model Lexington in the five-cen- 
tury grind to be run May 30. This is 
the first contest of the kind in which 
this company has participated. Harry 
Knight, one of America’s youngest mo- 
tor pilots, is nominated to drive the 
Lexington car in the long race. 

The other entries to the race consist 
of two Stutz cars, entered by the Ideal 
Motor Car Co, of Indianapolis, to be 
driven by “Gil’’ Anderson and Len 
Zengle, with Billy Knipper as _ relief 
driver; two Mercedes cars, to be driven 
by Spencer Wishart of Port Chester, 
N. Y., and Ralph de Palma; both of 
these cars are privately owned, Two six- 
cylinder Case cars, with Louis Disbrow 
and Joseph Jagersberger nominated as 
pilots; two National cars, with a team 
of four drivers named, consisting of 
Wilcox, Herrick, Merz and Herr, and 
a Fiat, entered by E. E. Hewlett of Los 
Angeles, Cal., to be driven by Teddy 
Tetzlaff.

LINCOLN MEMORIAL 
A GREAT HIGHWAY 


Within 30 days Congress will de- 
cide whether the memorial to Abra- 
ham Lincoln shall be in the form of 
an up-to-date highway, used by 
thousands of people, or an architec- 
tural recognition in the form of a 
Greek temple, located in one of the 
Washington parks. 

Before the Library Committee of 
the House of Representatives, March 
10, at 10 o'clock in the morning, 
there will be a hearing on Represen- 
tative -Borland’s measure which pro- 
vides that the memorial shall be in 
the form of a highway. 

Though the commission in general 
charge of the memorial plan recently 
decided in favor of utilizing a site 
located on the Mall in Wash- 
ington, it is a matter of common 
knowledge that Speaker Clark 1S 
emphatically in favor of the high- 
way, while ex-Speaker Cannon pos- 
sessed an idea contrary to the de- 
cision of the commission. 

Furthermore, a canvass of the 
House of Representatives seems to 
indicate a very large percentage in 
favor of tie road, and it should he 
kept in mind that the Senate in 
1908 passed a resolution Which pro- 
vided for a fund to make a survey of 
the route of the proposed road from 
Washington to Gettysburg.

FIGURING HORSEPOWER. 


‘In connection with steamship or ..- 
comotive or automobile propulsion the 
average man is apt to speak very glib- 
ly of so many hundred or thousand 
horsepower. It is extremely doubtful :f 
one person in a hundred really has a 
due appreciation of what the phrase 
actually means,” said an expert. 

“Calculating the strength of 12 men 
to be equal to one horsepower, it would 
require 840,000 men to produ . much 
energy as the 70,0-horsepowtrgdevel- 
oped by the turbine machinery of the 
express Cunarder Lusitania. Then if 
the men were to work on the eight- 
hour day system those figures would 
give a total of 2,520,000, that being the 
number of men whose strength would 
be nezessary to drive the vessel across 
the Atlantic.’’

Correspondence Between For- 
mer Officer and Stimson to 
Be Inspected by Committee. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Investigation 
of the War Department as an outgrowth 
of the differences between the Secre- 
tary of War and Gen. Wood and former 
Adjutant-General Ainsworth, which cul- 
minated in the latter’s retirement, after 
a threatened courtmartial, now practi- 
cally is assured. 

Gen. Ainsworth was subpenaed today 
to appear Monday before the House 
Committee of Expenditures in the War 
Department. He was direated to pro- 
duce papers of the department relat- 
ing to the charges against Maj. B. B. 
Ray, but members of the committee, in- 
cluding Chairman Helm, admitted Gen. 
Ainsworth would be asked about many 
other things, and that the entire admin- 
istration of the War Department would 
be investigated. 

Letters tq Be Called For. 

In addition to this phase of the in- 
quiry, the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, of which Representative Hay 
is chairman, Monday will act on a reso- 
lution introduced by Representative 
Watkins of Louisiana, calling upon the 
Secretary of War to produce all papers, 
correspondence and orders having any 
bearing on the letter of Secretary of 
War Stimson to Gen. Ainsworth, setting 
forth the charges of insubordination 
which led to his retirement. 

Chairman Hay said today his commit- 
tee would report the resolution favora- 
bly and undoubtedly it would be passed. 
These papers when produced undoubted- 
ly will be turned over to the Military 
Affairs Committee and will be thorough- 
ly examined. What the committee will 
do in the matter, after examining the 
papers, Hay said was problematical. 

Gen. Edwards to Be Called. 

In the Expenditures Committee the in- 
quiry is to extend into the affairs of the 
War Department affecting insular pos- 
sessions. ™ 

Though Chairman Helm has not indi- 
cated how far the committee would go, 
it was reported that. Gen. Edwards, 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
would be summoned as a witness. Con- 
duct of affairs in the Philippines and 
Porto. Rico is said to be a matter into 
which the committee wishes to inquire, 
and they believe that Gen. Ainsworth 
can be of service in this matter. 





Whether to Promote Ray Puzzles 
War Department. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The War 
Department has a perplexing prob- 
lem to solve through the retirement 
of Paymaster-General Charles H. 
Whipple and the elevation of ‘Col. 
George R. Smith, ranking officer, 
to the vacancy. Maj. Beecher B. Ray, 
under investigation for alleged po- 
litical activities before the House 
Committee on Expenditures in the 
War Department stands at the head 
of the list of majors and automatic- 
ally is entitled to advancement to a 
colonelcy. 

Promotion for Maj. Ray at this 
time, it is said, would surely arouse 
Democratic opposition on his con- 
firmation by the Senate.

W. L. Ross Wants Sensible and 
Stable Regulation of Charges, 


He Tells Philadelphians. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—Rigid but 
sensible and stable regulation of rail- 
road rates was advocated here last night 
by W. L. Ross, vice-president of the 
Toledo, St. Louis & Western and Chi- 
cago & Alton railroads, in a speech be- 
fore the Traffic Club of Philadelphia,

SEEKING MORE BUSINESS 


He Believes Low Price Will In- 
duce Use of Current for 
Household Devices. 


Now that a court has decided that 
the city cannot “regulate’’ electric light- 
ing rates, under present ordinances, 
many persons are wondering whether 
the new rate, made by the Union Elec- 


the reduction which the new schedule 
has made in their residence lighting 
bills, why the corporation is ‘giving 
away money” by reducing its charges 
voluntarily, and what it used to do with 
all the money it must formerly have 
made. 

A. C. Einstein, president of the com- 
pany, told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday that the new ‘ll and 6” cent rate, 
which last November replaced the old 
rate of 12 cents a kilowatt hour, will 
not be increased. 

Next Move Another Cut. 

“The policy of this company,’’ he de- 
clared, “will be to keep the present 
rate until it is possible to make a lower 
one. There will be no increase. The 
St. Louis County rates, during my term 
as president of the company there, were 
reduced from 24 cents to 12% cents a 
kilowatt hour, not because of any leg- 
islation, but as a matter of business pol- 
icy. 

“Out of 18,500 persons using electric 
current in residences, 8000 or 9000 have 
signed contracts under the new sched- 
ule. The rest are coming in. It will 
mean less returns to the company from 
residence business, for a while. For the 
first year, as compared with the 12-cent 
rate, it may make a difference of as 
much as $135,000. 

“But when the public comes to 
understand the new rate and to see 
that it makes electricity available 
in their homes at a very low cost, 
to do things which can best be done 
by electricity, then the company ex- 
pects to see the 11 and & cent rate 
act as a business builder. 

Cheaper Than Proposed Kat. 

“The uniform 9% cent rate which 
the city ordinance proposed to fix, 
would have brought the company 
more immediate returns than the 
rate it voluntarily adopted. So near- 
ly as we have been able to estimate, 
the company is now averaging only 
9.22 cents on the residences lighted 
under the new contracts, But it 
would not have been a business 
builder. 

“The 11 and 6 cent rate means, 
to put it simply, that in any month 
after a consumer has burned 41.8 
cents worth of current in four rooms, 
(excluding bedrooms, bathrooms and 
basements), and 26 cents worth in 
any additional rooms, he then begins 
to get his current for 6 cents a kil- 
owatt hour.

Divided Views as to Synge s Irish Drama, The Playboy. 


HEN Synge wrote “The Playboy of the 
W Western World,” a play now creating 
widespread interest in this country, 
wrote with a deep sympathy for the Irish people, 
with an intensive knowledge of their character. 
He lived with them, preferring to live with them, 
and spoke their language. He liked them, enjoyed 
them, was close to them. They called him by 
first name, he called them by theirs. He 
his fiddle at their dances. He loved the e2lo_ious 
vigor and vitality of their unspoiled speech. 
His preface tells his sympathy and knowledge.
